BY-LAWS 


_ Article I. Name, Membership, Location. 


The name of this corporation shall be The Massachusetts 
Library Aid Association. Its membership shall be composed 
of the incorporators, and such other persons as the Associa- 
tion may elect. Its principal place of business shall be Boston, 
Massachusetts. 


Article II. Objects. 


The objects of the Association shall be to aid libraries, to 
promote reading service to the public, to provide lectures, 
instruction, and social meetings in cooperation with libraries. 


Article III. Officers. 


The officers of the Association shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, and a Secretary-Treasurer who shall also per- 
form the duties of a corporation clerk, all of whom shall be 
elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall hold office 
for a term of one year or until their successors are elected. 
Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by vote of 
the Executive Committee. The same person may not serve 
as president more than three successive years. 


Article IV. Committees. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the 
elective officers, and the Chairmen of the several Standing 
Committees, who shall have the general powers of the Direc- 
tors. The President shall be the Chairman. 


The President shall appoint an Auditor annually. He 
shall also appoint annually Standing Committees of not less 
than three members each, on Aid to Small Libraries and on 


Finance, and shall name the Chairman of each. The Treas- 
urer shall be a member of the Finance Committee ex-officio. 


The Finance Committee shall have final authority in the 
investment of funds, and the Treasurer may invest or re- 
invest funds, or buy, sell, or otherwise dispose of securities, 
only upon the written authorization of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


Article V. Meetings and Fiscal Year. ; 
There shall be an annual meeting in the month Wasmiceg 
trary; the date, place, and hour of which shall be fixed by the 
Executive Committee. The officers, the Auditor, and the 
Chairman of the several Standing Committees shall submit 
reports at the annual meeting. Other meetings may be held 
by call of the President, or of the Executive Committee. 
Notices of all meetings shall be mailed to members at the 
addresses appearing upon the books of the Association not 
less than seven days prior to the date of the meeting. 


The calendar year shall be the fiscal year. 


Article VI. Amendments. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting within 
the state of Massachusetts, by a vote or not less than two 
thirds of those present and voting, provided that a notice of 
the proposed amendment shall have been mailed to all mem- 
bers at the addresses appearing upon the books of the Asso- 
ciation not less than seven days prior to the date of the 


meeting. 
Article VII. 


Gifts and bequests may be accepted and held by the 
Association to be expended according to the wishes of the 


donors. 
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
